of the government’s contention that 
the two defendants should he required 
to appear at W ashington, the court 
summarily announced 
that 
Messrs. 
Smith and Williams would 
be dis­ 
charged. 
The alleged libelous articles were 
found in certain stories and editorials 
published in the News concerning the ' 
purchase of the Panama canal from f 
the French government. 
The articles 
printed were to the effect that a syn­ 
dicate had purchased the canal for 
$ 12,000,000 and sold it to the govern­ 
ment for $ 10,000,000. 
Those who al­ 
leged they had been libeled were Chas. 
P. Taft, Theodore Roosevelt, Douglas 
Robinson, William Nelson Cromwell 
and others. 
Stuart McNamara, assistant United 
States attorney general, who repre­ 
sented (he departm ent of justice in the 
prosecution of the case, stated that he 
could not tell what action, if any, will 
j be taken in W ashington so far as serv- ;

Key West Closely Patrolled t« Prevent 


W ork of Looters. 
Key West. Fla., Oct. 13.-—Martial law 
is in force and the streets constantly 
looting. A semblance of order has bee» 
instructed to shoot persons caught 
looting, a semblance of order has been 
restored and the people are beginning 
to count u^j the losses inflicted by the 
W est Indian hurricane, which prevail­ 
ed in the city for nearly a day at a 
velocity of eighty-five miles an hour. 
The most conservative estim ates place 
the property loss at $ 3,000,000. So far 
as known, only one person was killed 
in Key West, but scores were more or 
less seriously injured by flying debris. 
Nine large cigar factories, two fire 
stations, five churches and block* of 
residences and stores were totally de­ 
stroyed. 
Many of the vessels which 
had been swept from their moorings 
during the blow managed to ride out 
the storm and limped back to their 
piers, but between sixty and seventy- 
five boats of all kinds were wrecked. 
The jail is filled to overflowing with 
vandals who were captured by the mil- ! 
itia and police. Thieves began opera- j 
tions as soon as the fury of the storm 
had abated, the wreckage of the elec­ 
tric light plant having plunged the city 
in darkness. 
The mayor took strin­ 
gent measures to cope with the situa­ 
tion and proclaimed martial law. The 
Key W est Guards were called out and 
patrolled the streets. 
Hundreds are homeless and are be­ 
ing cared for in church buildings, 
schools and other structures which es­ 
caped the storm. 
The Florida East Coast Railway ex­ 
tension steam er Phil Sheckel has ar­ 
rived here from Sugar I^oaf, bringing 
the first direct news from the thou­ 
sands of men employed on the exten­ 
sion, 
concerning 
whom 
there 
was 
grave apprehension. 
The camps at 
Bocachica and Sugar Ixtaf were de­ 
stroyed and the grade for thirty miles 
above Stock Island is badly damaged, 
but there has been no loss of life 
along the line. 


First Reports Exaggerated. 
Havana, Oct. 13.—The effects of the 
cyclone appear to have been consid­ 
erably less serious than at first sup­ 
posed. The sugar cane is in fine con­ 
dition everywhere. 
No extraordinary

The value of the 
securities which he has turned over to 
the bank has not been ascertained, but 
much western mining stock in the col­ 
lection is said to be worthless. 
Bank Examiner Goodhart has work­ 
ed over the bank’s books, practically 
completing his work, so that every­ 
thing will be In readiness for the re­ 
ceiver. 
He was assisted by Cashier 
Harrison, a brother-in-law of Vice 
President Phil Allen, jr., whose alleged 
misuse of bank funds in furthering his 
private enterprises is admitted by all 
concerned to have brought on the fall 
ure of the bank. 
Mr. Allen, for years a victim of pal­ 
sy, is seriously ill at his home, unable 
to see visitors. 
The shock of the dis­ 
covery of his alleged financial irregu­ 
larities aggravated the old malady 
and his condition is said to be preca­ 
rious. 
The city is noticeably quiet 
in the face of a calamity which affects 
a large proportion of the community. 
Mineral Point is the third oldest city 
in the state, and practically all of its 
3,000 
inhabitants are of American 
birth. 
Reporters talking with many 
persons did not hear a harsh word 
spoken of the stricken vice president 
This bank was regarded as a finan 
clal Gibraltar. 
So firm was this belief 
that when reports of trouble began 
spreading a week ago, there was no 
run on the bank.

ing how the land lay, Mr. Crane sent 
his telegram to President Taft b efore 
he receiv ed a note from Mr. Knox say­ 
ing that Mr. Crane’s resignation would 
he accepted. 
While technically Mr. 
Orane is still the American minister 
to China, President Taft's acceptance 
©f liis resignation prob ab ly will b e at 
hand today. 
In a statem ent giv en to 
•he press which was issued after Sec­ 
retary Knox had b een in consultation 
with Henry M. Hoyt, the counsellor of 
She state departm ent, and Fred W. 
Carpenter, secretary to the president, 
Mr. Knox indicated that the sole cause 
fsr desiring to rev oke Mr. Crane’s 
•ommission was that the latter had 
b een guilty of furnishing an indiscreet 
Interv iew to a Chicago newspaper. 
While denying that all the informa- i 
contained in the newspaper arti- 
dle which Mr. Knox found ob jectiona­ 
b le was furnished b y him, Mr. Crane 
declared that in his Judgment what he 
did say to the newspap r was in ac­ 
cordance with the spirit of the presi­ 
dent’s wishes that he should talk free- 
lr. 
After receiv ing Mr. Knox’s letter 
requesting his resignation and prior te 
issuing his statem ent this ev ening, Mr. 
Orane sent a note to the secretary of 
State in which he practically ignored 
Mr. Knox’s suggestion. 
While the only formal accusation 
made against Mr. Crane was that he 
b ad furnished certain information to 
a newspaper, which information the 
state departm ent declares to b e incor­

Persons suffering from any conceiv 
ab le disease were adv ised b y circulars 
sent to them through the mails that 
they could certainly b e cured b y the 
Brauns through the use of “Mentiop­ 
athy” and telepathy. The charge made 
b y the Brauns was $ 5 a month for two 
“ab sent treatm ents” a day. 
The re­ 
ceipts of the v arious institu'es con­ 
ducted b y the Brauns were discov ered 
b y postoffice inspectors to b e large, as 
much as $ 100 a day b eing receiv ed b y 
them in money orders at Bloomington 
alone.
